In ſuch ſort, that 41 we ſhould 


diligently ſearch, and recite all tlie diſcourſe of aunci- 


ent Hiſtories, as of late dayes we ſhould finde, that the

moſt noble perſonages through their vertue, hath ſhe- 
wed many goodlye examples, as in one Theatre a ſu- 
preme degree honorable: nor haue had nothing more 
deare, more requiſite, or more greatly in cõmendation, 
than Planting & Graffing of fruit.Cyrw a great king of 
the Perfians(as witneſſe Xenophon,)did ſo much delite in 
the Art of planting & graffing,(which did ſhew a great 
pray ſe and glorie voto his perlonage, ) that he bad no 
greater deſire or pleaſure, than when he might occupy 
himſelfe in Planting & Grafting to garniſh the earthy 
to place and order thereon certaine number of trees. 
The Emperour Diocleſian, (as doth recite, Sextus Aurelius 
Hillor,) of his one good will without any conſtraynt, 
did leaue the ſcepter of his Empite for to remain con- 
tinually in the ſieldes. So much pleaſure did he take in 
planting of fruit, in making of Orchardes & Gardens, 
which he did make, garniſh, and fin iſhé with his one 
handes, T he Senatours, Dictatours, and Conſuls oſ the 
Romaynes, among all other things haue commended 
Planting and Graffing to bee one of the moſt flouri- 
ſhing labours in this worlde for the common wealth, 
the which was celebrated and counted agreat vertue: 


yea,

eng. did ſo much eſteeme it, that they did hang ta- 

les thereof in diuers places, neuer thinking the tyme 
more aptly ſpent, than in Plating & Graffing, nothing 
more contenting themſelues, nothing more deligh- 
ted in any other affayres fot the common wealth, than 
in ſetting, ſowing or planting on the earth. How much 
we may prayſe ot late dayes and commend our trauai- 
lers from other countreys, it is eaſie to be perceyued 
and knowne, but of Lords, Gentlemen, & Merchants, 
which haue had (as it doth appeare) a great regarde in 
theſe latter dayes, howe they might folow the example 
of others: Wherby it hath repleniſhed this our realme 
with diuers ſtraunge Plants, Herbes, and Trees, very 
good and neceſlarie for the common wealth, not here- 
to fore commonly knowne. And beholde, aboue all la- 


bours( for the common wealth) we ought to giue a ſure” 


and certaine iudgement, that Planting and Graffing is 
more highly to be commended and prayſed, than ma- 
ny other worthie and noble things in this worlde: for 
this Art. hath not onely from tyme to tyme, beene put 
in vſe and practiſe of labour through kings and prin- 
ces: but alſo it hath bene put in 1 many great 
and worthie perſonages, in diuers kinde of languages, 
as in Greke by Philometor, Hieron, Acheleus, Orphe- 
ue, Muſceus, Homer, Hoſiode, Conſtantine, Ceſar: and 
in Latin, by Verron, Caton, Columella, Paladius, Vir- 
gill, Amilius Macer, and in the Portingall tongue by 
king Attalus and Mago, (the which reciteth the Hiſto- 
ryes) that after their death, the bookes of planting and 
g raffing were brought to Rome, ſoone after the de- 
ſtruction of Carthage. Likewiſe howe many ſince haue 
written onelv of zeale and loue for their count rey and 
conimon wealth, of the fruitfull arte of planting and 
graffing: yea of late Raves howe many worthie men b 
their learning haue written likewiſe thereof, 2 e 
ceme

ſeeme that it hath come from their aunceſters, as the 
greateſt honour, through the noble inuention of the 
lame. Lykewiſe I dare boldely affirme, not onely the 
learned haue written, but alſo haue bene practiſers and 
inuenters of the ſame, (as witneſſeth diuers hyſtories) 
in diuets and many ſecrete thing, wherein I dare bold- 
ly ſay, they haue not ſo learnedly , nor ſo exactly writ- 
ten, but they haue more exactly taught and left in wri- 
! tyng things ſo certaine, that their ſucceſſours may ea- 
kly marke, obſerue, and keepe rhe ſame: for euery one 
hath written according to the natureot his counttey. 
The Greekes for Greece, the Barbarians for Barbarie, 
the Italians for Italy, the French men for Fraunce.&c; 
which writing without the order and practiſe, doth 
very.ſmall profi te for this our Realme of England, the 
which I can blame nothing more than the negligence 
of our nation, which {hath had {mall care heretofore 
in planting and graffing, in ſome places of this realme 
Pas! haue knowne) where as good and: well diſpoſed 
haue graffed, the euill and malicious perſon hath ſone 
after deſtroyed them againe: but if we would endeuor 
our ſelues therynto(as other eountreys doe, ) we might 
floriſh, and haue many a ſtraunge kinde of fruit (whach 
now we haue oftentimes the want thereof) that might 
greatly pleaſute and ſerue manye wayes both for the 
| rich and poore,as well as in Grece, Barbarie, Italy, or 
Fraunce , if our nation were giuen ſo well that way as 

they are.
